the forest service. The incendiary 
like other criminals, works in secret 
and usually selects a time and place 
which will permit the fire to make 
greatest headway before it is dis- 
covered."

ing groomed by Governor Phil La- 
Follette to succeed him in the gov- 
ernor's chair. 


Because of his long and intimate 


association with the 
Progressive 


leaders, particularly the LaFollettes 
and the late Governor and Senator 
John Elaine. Immell for years has 
been regarded as a candidate for 
high office some time or other. 


Today, however, that long dis- 


cussed probability seems to be ap- 
proaching reality, in the opinion of 
experienced observers of doings at 
the capitol. Lately it has become ev- 
er more apparent that the general 
is working closely with the gover- 
nor, assisting him privately, appear- 
ing lor him publicly, in Wisconsin 
and on official business at Wash- 
ington. 


• The Christmas Cards 


When General Immell at Christ- 


inas time sent out thousands 
of 


greeting cards all over the state, 
supposedly with the use of official 
Progressive mailing lists, his can- 
didacy became big news to capital 
newspaper editors. 


Just when Wisconsin's chief mili- 


tary officer will change from his 
official uniform to the garb of 
a 


stump-speaking Progressive politi- 
cian, is not yet known. Some way 
it will be this year, and that the 
governor will make a run for the 
United States senate.

Biographical Notes

in the service. At that time he made 
news all over the country as the 
"boy general" and for a time there 
was serious discussion about his 
qualifications for the office. At an- 
other time Governor Fied Zimmer- 
man considered removing him be- 
cause at the time of his selection he 
was not a member of the National 
Guard. 


Attending law school with Philip 


F. LaFollette at the University of 
Wisconsin, after icceiving his de- 
gree he entered the inner circle of 
the Elaine contingent in Progressive 
party politics, with the help of his 
father, a prominent western Wis- 
consin party leader, and a former 
room-mate, Lawrence Brody, who 
was Governor Blame's 
secretary 
and advisor. 


When Governor LaFollctle began 


running things in the capitol, Im- 
mell. again became prominent in 
capitol politics. He became a mem- 
ber of the important conservation 
commission, and served as its direc- 
tor. In 1933. despite the howls of 
the Wisconsin Democrats, President 
Roosevelt on the advice of Gover- 
nor LaFollette made him director in 
chief of federal work relief projects 
in the state, doubly important be- 
cause of its patronage possibilities.

Now. says 
Cashman. Reis has proved that he is 
a great judge, while Dammann is a 
puny state officer, disregarding the 
plain mandate of the 
legislature.

Senator Phil Nelson of Maple, who 
is likely to be read out of his Re- 
publican party home, and who is 
none too popular with a big ele- 
ment of the Progressive machine.

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KOOSEVELT ON UTILITIES 


One may overlook the President's poor 


taste in the frequent comparison of him- 
self to Jefferson, Lincoln and other out- 
standing American figures, 
since Mr. 


Roosevelt delivered himself of thoughts 
concerning utilities in his Jackson Day 
address of last week that were right to 
the last word. 


For the first time we have seen Mr. 


Roosevelt sharply distinguish between op- 
erating public utilities and the holding 
companies, a distinction which the Post- 
Crescent has attempted over a period of 
years to drive home to people because it is 
so important to them and to their sensible 
handling of utility problems. 


A decent society like ours in America 


should outlaw the utility holding company 
excepting as limited to small operating 
groups where it is clearly established that 
a number of utilities operating together 
actually make for and deliver to the peo- 
ple cheaper current and better service 
than any one could do separated from 
the others. 


If you start with that as your No. 1 


proposition and follow it with the creation 
of an able non-political governing board 
to regulate and control such utilities you 
have a system with all the advantages of 
private ownership and yet the public is 
protected against exploitation. Thus the 
virtues of two systems are retained and 


' the principal vices of both, greed on the 


part of the utility in profits, and care- 
lessness, corruption and wastage on the 
part of the government if permitted to 
operate, are both eliminated. 


But you cannot have good results in 


this or any other system if the people 
are asleep, do not create commissions to 
protect themselves or permit those com- 
missions to shrink into political sinecures. 
Not only eternal vigilance but eternal 
work is the price of all security. Fields 
do not weed themselves. F-lour doesn't 
turn into bread by a miracle. One genera- 
tion can start a splendid system for an- 
other generation but the latter must keep 
it oiled and cleaned. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that he was con- 


vinced that "the great majority of oper- 
ating utility companies can come to an 
understanding with the government and 
with the people of the territories they 
serve.'1 Understandings are fine because 
they show both parties are content. But 
xtnderstandings aren't necessary. The gov- 
ernment has full authority to make the 
understanding so long as it doeS not make 
the utility operate in a manner that will 
confiscate its property, in which case it 
would be useless to all. 


But Mr. Roosevelt is now whistling a 


wholly different tune than that we have 
been hearing for years. His cracked and 
slivered yardsticks were actually aimed 
directly at the operating companies, the 
companies of which he has now become 
rather solicitious.

We may guess 
that the priests kept the food-offer- 
ings from going to waste. 


In later centuries., a new

Pic- 
tures of fruit and grain were plac- 
ed inside the tombs. Such sketches 
were supposed to take the place of 
real food. To keep up the supply 
year after year, pictures of men 
sowing grain, caring for it in the;

placed near, or inside, the coffins
